Eldwin W. Laurence was born March 27, i nk I ,-tt Rutland, 
Vermont, An A.B. Degree Coin Laude I'lti Beta Kappa from 
the University of Vermont was eonferred upon him in MM) I. 
He was admitted lo the Vermont Mar in 1902; to the Mar of 
the United States Supreme Court in 1906. wherein he has had a 
considerable practice, especially when he was in the office of the 
Attorney General of the United States and to the Mar of New 
York State in [806. 

In [902 he was appointed Clerk in the Office of United 
State- Senator Med field Proctor and lived mostly in Washington 
until 1908. While there in 1903 he heeame Assistant Attorney in 
the Most Office I >epart nient and later Assistant Vltoniev in the 
l>epartment of Justice and a Special Attorney to the Attorney 
General of the United States. 

In I90K he returned to Rutland as < ieneral Attorney for the 
Rutland Railroad and retained that position until September I, 

I960. During those years he was also in general practice. 

He was elected Rutland County Senator for the Legislative 
sessions of 1923 and 1925. for many years la' was elected and 
served as a trustee of the University of Vermont. 

For ft long time he has been and now is a Director of Central 

Vermont Public Service Corporation and riu" Vermont Bank and 

Trust Company and its predecessors, the Killiugton Bank and 
Trust Company, of which he was Vice President, and the Mm land 
Trust Company] pi which he was President. He has been a 

Director of the Vermont Klectric I'owcr Co. Inc. since its 

organization. 

He has (teen a successful businessman and given much 
to charity. Very substantial gifts have been made by him to the 
University of Vermont and Middlebury College for support and 

activities of debating organizations and speech departments and 
to charities in Rutland, 

The honorary degree of Doctor of La ws has been conferred 
Upon him by the I'niversity of Vermont and Middlebury College: 
also Distinguished Alumni Awards by the University of Vermont 
and Tau Kappa Alpha, a National intercollegiate debating 
organization. 

Throughout his years Mr. Lawrence has been a very hard 
worker. lie has engaged in and been successful in many private 
business enterprises as well as the general practice of law. in 
which he is still engaged. 

The City and all its citizens take great pride in recognizing 
by this dedieation, one of its truly great and honorable first 
citizens.

Captain John Smith 
was elected first town clerk.

The era Of franchise rivalries for railroads began in earnest in 
184.J. In quick succession charters were granted to run a railroad 

from Rutland to Bennington; then front Rutland to Whitehall 
and later from Rutland to Burlington. Enthusiastic farmer-, 
mechanics, business and professional men subscribed 1130,000 in 
stock to finance t he road from Rutland to Bellows falls. Business 
as one man expressed it. "began to slide down the hill" as more 
and more store owners saw the value of a location near the tracks. 

The Hank of Rutland (now the Community Rouse] was the 
town's first bank. 

Rutland is said to have the oldest municipally supported 
band. It was first sponsored by the new city in |S!i;j and has 
been in continuous existence ever since. Many members have 
given long and loyal service to the band. The late J. ('. Cox is a 
notable example. He joined in ISO!) as a young man, plaved 
until I02S w hen he was elected director, and' directed until I0.V1 
when he was past st). The present manager and treasurer 
Raymond Hughes, has been with the band since I'llO, and the 
director, Napoleon lanni, has been with the band more than 4o 
years.

In 
accepting the center this office and the Hoard of Aldermen 
ap prov ed that henceforth the center would be known as the 
LAWRENCE RECREATION OfXTER. 

Utbau Renewal continues its forward progress with a great 
deal of ground work completed. As you know, a project of this 
dimension requires the cooperation of many organizations and 
citizens. The coming mouths will see the project lined up for 
presentation to you, the people, for vote. I heartily endorse 
frban Renewal as one of the most outstanding undertakings the 
city of Rutland has ever attempted. 1 urge you to l>e aware of 
w hat Urban Renewal will do for your city and I further urge you 
to vote on this and all questions, for it. is your money which 
Constitutes the operating fund of the city. 

City Treasurer \\\ Joseph Simonds was awarded a Certificate 
of Conformance by the Municipal finance (Mirers' Association 
for the "Annual financial Report of the City of Rutland, Ver- 
mont for the fiscal Vear Ended June 30, li)C>2." This is a very 
coveted award and our city is only the I.Mth governmental unit 
in the United States to receive it. We in Rutland certainly 
may he proud of our Treasurer who as we all know constantly 
strives for a high degree of efficiency in his profession. 

Iioth the Police and fire Department received a very sub- 
stantial salary increase this past year which creates a new sliding 
scale base on years of service. This was done in an effort to keep 
the experienced men we have and as an incentive to young men 
to make a career in these departments. 

^ our Hoard of Aldermen has spent a very eventful and busy 
year in the governing of the city. Its members have at all times 
cooperated with my QSce, Their committees throughout the 
year worked many hours on any projects or issues presented 
to them.

Sullivan continued as the city's attorney 
on this important matter and presented a very .successful brief as 
evidenced by many pages of testimony and evidence presented. 
Special thanks must go to Mr. Alhert A. Cree who is a member 
of the Airport Commission. Mr. Cree is one of the many citizens 
of Rutland who gives freely of his time and ability to help 
where experience and advice means so much. His efforts on 
behalf of saving air service for the city have been outstanding 
and I am proud that he is a member of the city family. 

Our school system continues to operate in a smooth and 
eflieient. manner and the children of Rutland are assured of an 
excellent education with the finest teaching staff available. 
The School Board must also be congratulated for their many 
hours of time spent in governing that department. It has been 
my pleasure to cooperate with Mr. Ashland, Superintendent of 
Schools, in any matters relating to his department. 

All other departments have functioned well during the past 
year and I would like to express my thanks for their cooperation. 

1 wish to thank the Board of Aldermen, City Officials and 
employees for their cooperation this past year. 

Again I am proud to be Mayor of the City of Hutland and 
will continue to do all possible to make our city a better place to 
work and live.

We are pleased to present the School Report for the fiscal 
year culling June 30, l!l!13. It consists of two parts, the follow- 
ing narrative statement about the work of the schools, and 
linancial and statistical reports found near the end of this booklet. 
Taken together, they form the complete School Report. We shall 
do our best, within the limitations of space and the requirements 
of the Law. to present, a complete, though concise report of the 
Rutland Public Schools during the past year. 

HEALTH EDUCATION AND SERVICES 

In the field of School Health and Safety, our children and 
young people have had the benelil of: 

The services of two School Nurses. 
The services of a Dental llygienist. 
School Lunch Programs. 

The special Federally -aided School Milk Program. 
School Safely Patrols. 

Policewomen at hazardous intersections (provided by the 
City Council and the Police Department) 

Seven Kindergarten Clinics sponsored bv the various 
P.T.A.'s. 

It would be dillicult to overestimate' the importance of these 
health services to the school success of our boys and girls. 

Food and medical First Aid items which could be used in any 
National emergency or civil disaster have been stored in every 
school building. 

In our health work we grateful I v acknowledge I lie assistance 
of the City Health Officer, Dr. Charles D. Bcale; Dr. Cordon B. 
Smith; Dr. Harry R. Ryan, Jr.; Dr. J. Carletou Stickncv; Dr.

Powers; Dr. William W. Brislin; The Vermont Association for the 
Blind; The Rutland Lions Club: The Vermont Department of 
Social Welfare; The Community Child Care Association.

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INSTUlCTluX WD UKLATRD SKHVICES 

In our elementary schools Mill hematics is the area wliirli 
has received the most publicity and attention, and will continue 
t<i do so. Although Rutland is well above the national norms in 
this field, it is our poorest area when compared with other areas 
measured by achievement tests. We believe that in this area it is 
possible to become loo enthusiastic with many of the newer 
programs, It is our intention to find the best way to increase the 
pupils' understanding of, and proficiency with, Mathematics, 
it is nol to see how much Mathematics can be moved down into 
the grades from higher levels. During this past year several 
teachers have used some of the newer content and methods in 
Mathematics in their classes. Next year some of them will try 
complete programs in t heir grades. 

This year we started a new program in Klcmentnry School 
Physical Kdueatiou. A thirty minute instructional period was 
given each week to all children in Grades !-<». The classroom 
teachers were requested to direct the Physical Education activi- 
ties for a lo minute period each day for the remainder of the 
school week. In tirades S and 6 a Physical Fitness lest was 
given in Scptcnilier ami then again in June. In the latter test, a 
very marked impro\ enient was uoled. An inl ramural basket ball 
and softball program was conducted for all boys in tirades ."> and 
(i who desired to participate, regardless of athletic ability. This 
policy insured an equal Opportunity for all boys, wilhout inter- 
fering with the competitive spirit. We believe that the entire 
program in Kleinentary School Physical Kducation was very 
gUCeeSBful, and we plan to continue it. 

The benefits of Special Kducation were received by t6 of OUT 
City boys and girls during the past year, as follows:

The results of our standard testing program indicate that 
Rutland elementary school programs are successfully taught. 
We shall continue our joint efforts to further improve theSC 

programs. 

Art lust ruction in ihe Public Schools continues to be excel- 
lent, -all the way from clearly slated goals, to a variety of 
desirable outcomes as revealed in exhibits too numerous to 
mention here. A painting by one of our seniors was lirst exhibited 
in the Wood Art tindery in Monl pelier. and then selected as the 
beat in Ihe State of Vermont and sent to Baltimore to the 1963 
Convention of the American Fcderalinn of Women's Club Art 
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Exhibit. As a result of the annual Dairy Poster Contest, two of 
our students appeared on Burlington TV, one a first prize winner 
for the Slate High School Section, and the. other a third prize 
winner in the Junior Division. 

The general excellence of our Music Instruction is widely 
known. As in Art. starling from rlearly understood aims and 
Objectives, instruction IS given through, many activities leading to 
desirable outcomes. The number of pupils studying instruments 
has now increased from H(i to IL'ti; and three schools now have 
Sufficient instrumentation to have their own I'Jetuentarv School 
Bands. 

Al the Junior High School, the following items are of interest 
this year: 

Student "di'Dp-ouls" have fallen from 7', in l!l.">!)-li<) to 
V , only during the past year. This is due in large 
measure to the increased activity of our Guidance 
personnel. 

The results of our standard testing show that our test 
scores are well above comparable national figures. This 
can he attributed directly to the quality of teaching in 
the entire system, Kindergarten through the Junior 
High School. 

The Beading Program, and particularly the Remedial 
loading in tirade also contrihitlcs to high scores. 
Now we notice that numbers of ttth grade students 
request help lo improve their reading skills. ( li i r testing 
further shows that only about 25% of our students read 
below the national average. 

With new "modern" Mathematics textbooks and ade- 
quately trained personnel, instruction for the upper third 
of the 7th grade was aligned with the current change in 
Mathematics teaching. This new approach seems to 
catch the interest of a majority of the pupils ami to 
stimulate greater interest in Mathematics generally. 

The following Senior High School "briefs" will be of interest: 

Curriculum improvements this year include a new semester 
course in Advanced Chemistry for seniors, a new second 
year course in Spanish, and a new French IV course. 

Both boys and girls in < irade 10 have had Physical Educa- 
tion for live periods per week instead of three. 

A Junior C. S. History class has benefited from an 
unusually successful experiment in which each pupil 
met in large, medium-sized, and small group- each week. 

I hie clASS section in Plane Geometry made almost constant 
use of programmed learning materials with satisfactory 
results. 
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Tfcfi High School Library collection has increased to li,183 
volumes. Circulation increased to 1.1,001. for a t;aiii of 
2,.M)H. non-lirlion gaining while iictioti decreased

Forty-six sophomores ranked in the top epiarter of those in 
the State to whom the National Fducational Develop- 
ment Test was administered. 

The Trade and Technical Department of the Senior High 
School opened a new two-story Annex in September,- thus 
adding excellent facilities to those We already had. I hiring this 
year over 180 Rutland High School and Mount. Saint Joseph 
Academy students were enrolled in courses in this Department. 
It is interesting to note that over X.000 persons have taken 
courses either in the day school program or during night courses 
in this Department during the past twenty-two years. 

For the second consecutive year we have had outstanding 
programs in Adult Fducation. Three distinct programs have 
carried the henelits of Adult Fducation to S4Q people, The 
Evening Trade and Technical School, in its I * it 1 1 year, offered

This year it is again my pleasure i<> submit In you I lie Annual 
Report of the Treasurer of the Rutland free Library Association. 
Luc. and in place of a director's report, individual reports by tlie 
stall covering llieir area of operations during tins past year. 

t Mir director, Mr. Robert J. Thomas, left us in March of this 
year and as of this date he has not been replaced. 

During these past five months the operations at your library 
have been carried on by the stall and as a result of the excellent 
cooperation and diligent efforts in the administration by Mrs. 
Barbara Douglas, Mrs. Prances Carroll and Miss Mary Isbcll, 
I am confident that our high standards of operation have been 
well maintained. 

After considerable research and discussion and after con- 
-ult.'itiou with Mayor John J, Daley and the City Attorney 
Richard I . Sullivan, the library trustees voted to submit to the 
members of the Rutland Free Library Association a proposal 
that (he Association change its status and transfer all assets and 
business to a Corporation. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Association held on September 
17, 196% the members present unanimously voted in favor of the 
proposal and the Rutland Free Library Association, Inc. then 
became the new legal organization. 

The effect of the change is principally in legal alTairs and 
there was no change in either administrative or stall' personnel. 

As you will sec- from the reports which I am submitting to 
you, nearly all of the library functions have increased tre- 
mendously over the last few years and the trustees would like to 
give special recognition to .Mrs. Carroll, Miss Isbell and Mrs.

REPORT OF CHILDREN'S LIBRARIAN 

I should like to express my deep appreciation for the con- 
tinued cooperation, support and understanding of members of the 
Hoard Of Trustees, the library stall", the City Council and the 
Mayor, especially the many friends of our library who have been 
able to give books and magazines, or give lime and special 
encouragement to our programs. 

The generous cooperation of the Rutland Herald and the 
Radio Stations YVSYR and WHWB in telling the children's 
library story, especially about the free Saturday lilm program, 
has been a wonderful community service. 

While the circulation Of children's books did not set a new 
record as it did last year, the circulation over the past ten years 
has tripled, very nearly. 

With recent increases in the budget for children's books, 
manv old, but essential, books are being replaced, along with 
regular purchases of the best of new books to round out the 
collection, and more listed in reference tools necessary to answer 
questions, are being added. 

A major job of weeding was completed in lO.V.M'.XH). but this 
work goes on constantly in order to check worn books for replace- 
ment and out-of-date books for discard. Because of our capable 
mending department, our booka generally last longer and it is 
not necessary to go to the expense of publisher's special bindings. 
Using plastic covers gives longer life to the books, also. 

In Rutland, with an estimated enrollment of less than 
3,200 children in kindergarten and through grade (i in city public 
and parochial schools, a total juvenile registration of 3.1; Mi which 
includes Town of Rutland and out-of-town borrowers, shows an 
increase of nearly 1,000 new borrowers in the past two years. 

A complete inventory of the children's collection is being 
completed, this summer. 

Now that we have a new 10-drawer unit in the ehitdrftftfi 
catalog for expansion and with the many new guide cards in each 
drawer for greater etliciency and recent revision of the catalogs, 
hoys and girls are more eagerly choosing books for Ihemselves. 
In addition, more than 2,150 reference questions were answered. 

|1 is noteworthy, here, that the first book of Marion fuller 
Archer, wife of Leonard Archer (former librarian and now of 
Ddikosh. Wisconsin), "There is a Happy Laud" (Whitman) for 
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ages 10 to 12, was published last spring. It is a remarkably fine 
hook. 

In the past five years, the attendance at the Rutland Free 
Library films showings and programs- to introduce boys and 
girls to the joys of reading through audio- visuals — has tripled; 
11)58— 5,153 as to 1 0(53— 15.541. This is due partially to the 
fact that the circulation of our 25 children's Kjmm films increased. 
The list of films available (and conditions on which they can be 
borrowed) is available at the library, revised to 1963. 

For conservation ol" space, protection of ihe films, and more 
efficient service, several cases were purchased to house the him 
collection. 

The summer story-film hour under the care of Mrs. Klizuheth 
Taylor is a generous contribution by this friend of Rutland 
children; the attendance has tripled in the eight years she lias 
been telling stories at the library. 

The children's librarian continues to serve on the Book 
Selection Committee which prepares the master list, of the 
Dorothy Caufield Fisher Children's Book Award, The seventh 
winner (1903) chosen by Vermont School children in grades -I 
through 8, was Sheila Burnfnrd whose book, "The Incredible 
Journey" (Atlantic- Little), has been popular with all ages. 

Plans for the future include distribution of a list of books for 
gifted children; a list of Indian tribes in Vermont; and our exciting 
1963-94 see-a-film read-a-hook free Saturday film program on 
"What's Good About America." 

The most essential requirement for adequate library service 
to Rutland children in the future — to create the desire and the 
will to read and to make our rich and varied collection easily and 
temptingly available, is to provide enlarged facilities. Partly 
because the children's record collection had to be moved out to 
the adult record shelves in 1950-57, the circulation of this one 
item fell from 3,491 in 195b' to 848 in 11163. 

Biographies and statistics agree that those who raised them- 
selves to the highest degree of perfection and service to humanity 
were those who were introduced early and wisely to the world of 
books. In our American way of life, education is our first line of 
defense: one of the chief assets of our free public libraries is 
freedom of choice in self-education. The public interest has no 
other protector as good as an informed and dedicated citizenry — 
the people. 

Last year at Green Mountain Jumor College, Harry and 
Bouaro Overstreet, authors of the "The Iron Curtain: Where 
Freedom's Offensive Begins" (Norton, 19C3), told a capacity 
audience that the enemies of freedom are determined to paralyze 
and destroy those values basic to our American way of life: 
individual choice, spirituality, concern for the rights of others, 
moral integrity and civility. 



<h\r investment in our library has become mnre essential 
than ever before as a resource for strengthening these values, as 
well as a means of collecting and communicating the new knowl- 
edge of the space age. 

If we provide more good books to fit their needs and their 
tastes, reading ability and capacity for understanding of out- 
growing young people, we shall have done what is one of the most 
constructive and creative jobs possible for building a generation — 
OOi of delinquents but of men and women of moral .security and 
i l i f ■ it 1 ; 1 1 wealth.

Book Collection 

There was an increase of 1,713 titles in the library's book 
slock this year, 2,413 adtted and 701 withdrawn, This brought 
the number of volumes at the cud of the fiscal year to a total of 
60)604. At the moment, we are undertaking a systematic exam- 
ination of the entire adult collection and weeding titles which are 
no longer useful. Our young people's section is being enlarged 
to meet the ever increasing needs of students. Some books are 
being reclassified under numbers which correspond to the biblio- 
graphic approach of modern scholars. We wish to express our 
appreciation for the books and magazines given to the library by 
groups and individuals. Many genealogical and local history 
materials were given as Memorial Gifts. 

Reference 

Reference questions aiLSwered were 0.818- an increase of 
893 over the previous year, Adults are making greater use of our 
reference and inter-library loan services. The library is also 
being used as a community information or referral center for 
local facts not available in reference books. ^ This requires a 
knowledge of appropriate community agencies, and we are 
grateful for the assistance we have received.

Readers at the Rutland Free library borrowed, during the 
past year, L 63, 968 books, 3,883 periodicals and 786 pamphlets. 
We had over 1,000 new registrants and have a total of 10,500 
borrowers. Our "Book Service to Shut-Ins" supplied over 75 
books per month to patrons who were unable to come to the 
library. We welcome .suggestions and endeavor to fill requests 
through inter-library loan service. 

We add each week to our record collection and preview our 
records at our recorded Friday evening concerts.

Serfage Disposal Plant 

John R. Carrigan, Superintendent 




In the foreground is part of the flume in which flow of sewage is 
measured and pipe chlorinated. 

To the rear is the primary and secondary digesters with a valve 
house in between. Each digester is 38 '-0" in diameter with a de;rth 
of over 2S-0' and holds over 200,000 gallons of sludge. 

The valve house contains a combination oil and gas heat ex- 
changer, sludge pumps and gas equipment besides all interconnecting 
piping and valves.

This building is the Pumping Station, located on River Street. 
It contains five t>0 !1.P- Pumps located about 28 feet below ground 
level and is designed to pump incoming sewage to the Sewage Treat- 
ment Plant at the maximum rate of 13.0 M.G.D. 
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ADMINISTRATION BUILDING 

This building contains the Superintendent's Office and Labora- 
tory on the front part of the second floor. To the rear of the building 
on the same floor is the vacuum filter and accessory equipment. 
Also on this floor is the boiler room and electrical control center. 

The first floor contains the chlorination equipment and facilities 
for plant personnel, also a work area and two stall garages for movable 
equipment. 

SCREEN HOUSE 
The smaller building to the right of the administration building 
is the grit house. Solids in incoming sewage are ground up by com- 
minuting machinery and the gritty material is removed . 




In the foreground are the two settling tanks. Each measures 
lOO'-O" x 38'-0" with a water depth of about 9'-(T and holds approxi- 
mately 260,000 gallons of sewage. In the tanks is a mechanism for 
collecting the settled sludge.

Public Works Department 

To the Mayor ami City Council: 
Rutland, Vermont.

I hereby submit the annual report for the year H>ri2-liHi3, 

Street Department 

This department, functioned very smoothly, as usual. Many 
streets — too numerous to tabulate in this report — -were reshaped, 
graded and a tack coat of tar or asphalt, applied. A lotal of 
ti3,9I8 gallons was used. 

We constructed 1,143-1/2 feet of curbs and 4,230 square feet 
of sidewalks. Other sidewalks and curbs were repaired; holes 
were patched and a great many small jobs completed. 

Guardrails throughout the city were repaired and repainted; 
old street signs were replaced with new Scotchlite signs. Dorr 
Bridge and Ripley Bridge were cleaned and painted. 

Three new bays for our present garage were completed with 
the exception of the floor for the blacksmith shop. 

During the year 85 elm trees, which were affected by Dutch 
Elm disease were removed and taken to the city dump and 
burned. 80 Norway maples were planted in the fall. 

Purchases of equipment for the year included a 1963 Ford 
dump truck; an International tractor and Pippin combination 
backhoe and loader; a 11148 International pickup truck; a 1950 
International pickup truck; a Lincoln grease gun and a #98 
V. P. K. steam thawer complete with 10 foot culvert nozzle. 

Sanitation and Waste Removal (Sewers) 

The unsatisfactory condition in our Sewer Department, still 
exists. Every City Engineer in the last twenty years lias advised 
that something must be done to carry off storm water and this 
can only be accomplished by the construction of storm sewers. 
Willi (he completion of our new .Sewage Treatment Plant the 
need to take our storm water out of the sanitary sewers becomes 
even greater. 
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Main extensions have been made on the following streets: 

Adams Street 772 feet — 36" Cone, Pipe 

Brightview Avenue 1120 feet — 6" tile 

Foster Place 660 feet— 8" tile 

Healy Lane 400 feet— 8" tile 

Meadow brook Road 295 feet— 8" tile 

Ronaldo Court 330 feet— 8" tile 

Rutland Avenue G05 feet— 8" tile 

Numerous catch basins and manholes were repaired and 
rebuilt and 3G new house connections were made. 

Construction of the new Sewage Treatment Plant was com- 
pleted and it is in operation. 

Sanitation and Waste Removal (General) 

This department has charge of the care and maintenance of 
the city dump, which was taken care of in the usual efficient way. 
Also, the residential streets were, cleaned periodically and the 
business section was swept and cleaned regularly. 

High grass on the roadsides was mowed and the brooks within 
the city limits were cleaned. The election booths and ballot 
boxes used at the various polling places were set up and removed 
by this department. 

Water Department

Forty new house connections were made; 29 services relaid 
and 27 services repaired. This department also had the care and 
maintenance of hydrants, valve boxes and water meters. 

Reforestation 

This program continued under the direction of the State 
Forestry Department. Selected trees have been cut and sold for 
pulp and guardrail posts. A large planting of new trees was set 
out in the spring.

During the past fiscal year many changes occurred m the 
Department of Public Works, Mr. Frank L. Rice, Commissioner 
of Public Works, suffered a heart attack early in July and died in 
August |962l Mr. John E. Howard died in March 1903. Roth 
of these men had served the City of Rutland long and faithfully 
and are greatly missed by all their fellow workers. 
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After the death of Mr. Rice, Mr. Herbert L. Frickson was 
appointed as Acting Commissioner of Public Works and continued 
in this capacity until June 1003 when Mr. Robert A. Carrara was 
appointed as Commissioner of Public Works. 

Mr. James T, McLaughlin. General Foreman of the Depart- 
ment of Public Works, retired in January 1963 after more than 
55 years of service with the City and Mr. Clyde Spaulding 
retired in March HHi3.

The 1936 Buffalo quadruple truck will be replaced in July 
by a new Maxim quadruple truck. This new apparatus will add 
considerable to the efficiency of the Fire Department as both new- 
pieces have many more appliances than the old ones including 
pumps that will deliver High Pressure fog streams for oil or gas 
fires. 

Both fire stations are in poor condition and much too small 
for modern fire apparatus. We have no place to hold real fire 
drills where we can use the apparatus to advantage. For several 
years I have recommended that a new station be constructed on 
the City owned lot at the corner of Woodstock Avenue and 
Deer Street; there is also room there for a modern drill tower. 
The doors on the City Hall station should be widened at once. 

The fire alarm system should be extended into the new 
sections of the City. The present circuits are overloaded and 
no new boxes can be added. One new circuit can be added to the 
present switchboard.

I hereby submit the annual report of the activities; of the 
Rutland Police Department for the fiscal year of July 1st, 1902 
to June 30th, 1863. 

The Department, investigated 2,820 complaints filed by 
citizens and 356 arrests for various offenses were made during this 
period. 

There were 491 motor vehicle accidents investigated, an 
increase of 56 more than the previous year. The estimated 
property damages as a result of these aeeidents amounted to 
1108,075.00, showing an increase of $12,760.00 more than the 
1961-1962 fiscal year. There were also 10 more persons injured 
this past year for a total of 162 persons injured, including one 
fatality. 

$54,439.65 was collected from the 837 parking meters which 
is $1,043.85 less than the previous year. 

The Traffic Court collected S9.279.00 in One Dollar Fines 
for violations of our parking ordinance. This amount is $101.00 
more than the 1961-1962 fiscal year. 

The night patrolmen found 824 doors and windows of busi- 
ness places throughout the city open or unlocked. There were 
3,550 calls answered by the patrol cars including funeral escorts 
and currency escorts.

It is the pleasure of your Health Officer to submit, herewith, 
Ms annual report for the fiscal year beginning July 1. 1002 and 
ending June 30, 1983. 

The Health Department is composed of a three-man Board 
of Health and a Health Officer. 

Through this department, is maintained the control of com- 
municable diseases, inspection services for the maintaining of 
sanitary plumbing facdities, swimming pool and other places of 
public assemblage. 

Eight hundred and thirty six contagious diseases were 
reported and quarantined during this period:

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Four dog bites and one cat bite were reported and investi- 
gated. 

The annual free inoculations to immunize children against 
Diphtheria-Tetanus were done in November and December 1902. 
A total of 303 children received this protection. Drs. Ryan. 
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Smith, and Beale, ably assisted by Mrs. McCormaek ami Miss 
Burke, School Nurses, carried out this program. 

The annual free Smallpox immunization program was car- 
ried out in May 1963. 290 children received vaccinations. The 
clinics were set up by the School Nurses, Mrs. McCormaek and 
Miss Burke. Drs. By an. Smith and Beale did the vaccinations. 

In our opinion these are worthwhile projects. This depart- 
ment urges all parents who have not had their children immunised 
by their own physician to take advantage of these opportunities 
of having it done. 

A total of 303 samples of water from the city's taps were, 
senl, to the Vermont State Department of Health in Burlington 
for analysis. 2!) samples showed evidence of contamination. 
This department wishes to thank the water department fur their 
excellent control work on the Water Shed and at the reservoir, 
especially Mi 1 . Harry Jasmin. 

Samples of water were also sent to Burlington from the 
swimming pool during its operation. At no time was it found 
necessary to close the pool flue to contamination.

Rutland < 'ity. as do all cities, develops community health 
problems. A Public Health Team from your Vermont Depart- 
ment of Health including a bacteriologist, chemist, dentist, 
engineer, health educator, public health nurse, nutritionist, 
physician psychologist, sanitarian, social worker and statistician 
is available to aid your Health Officer, local doctors and oilier 
local citizens with such problems.

The constant upward trend in Welfare costs is a nation-wide 
problem and has manifested itself in the expenditures of the 
Rutland City Welfare Department during the past fiscal year. 

Costs of providing food, fuel, clothing, hospital and medical 
care, etc., for the indigent in the Cilv increased from (149,946.42 
in 1961-1982 to $1.58,254.90 in the fiscal year ending June 30, 
I960. 

There are two main causes of this rise. The exceptionally 
high rate of unemployment during the past year has resulted 
in an increase in the number who had to look to the City Welfare 
Department for assistance. 

Secondly, the cost to the City of hospital care for those 
unable to meet this expense was $44,431.00, a rise of 16% over 
last year. The cost of medical care rose from £13,016,00 to 
$14,300.00. 

The distribution of government surplus commodities con- 
tinues to benefit those who meet the eligibility requirements. 
During the whiter months the number receiving these foods 
reached almost seven hundred. 

The cooperation and good will of Mayor Daley, the Board of 
Aldermen, and all City Officials and employees has been an 
invaluable aid to me in carrying out the duties of this office. 
I would like to express to all of them and particularly to the other 
employees of the Welfare Department, my sincere thanks.

Civil Aeronautics Board— New England 
Regional Airport Investigation Case 

This matter involved Mohawk's service of once a day turn- 
around flight to New York City. Conferences and discussions 
between Mohawk, the City and State began in the winter of 

mi 

This case involved whether the Rutland area should be 
served by air flights from Clens balls airport or the Lebanon 
Airport, thereby deleting Mohawk's service to the Rutland area 
at the Rutland Airport. Mohawk serves Rutland by one flight a 
day (turnaround) at our airport. The New England Council had 
recommended that Rutland's flight in effect be deleted. Con- 
ferences and discussions concerning air service to Rutland in this 
particular matter began in the winter of 1901 shortly after 
Mohawk initiated service at Rut land in September 1WH1 after 
service by Eastern Airlines. 

A major dispute in this continuous problem ended August 5, 
10(53 when the Civil Aeronautics Board, by order, directed that 
the initial decision of the Examiner be effective immediately. 
The result is that Mohawk must continue to serve the City of 
Rutland at, its airport and not via Glens Falls or Lebanon Airports 
as suggested by the Bureau of Economic Regulations of CAR 

To review the matter we submit the following: 
On June 29, 1901, the New England Council, a non-profit, 
association of New England businessmen interested in the 
economy of New England as a whole, published a study of air 
transportation in New England making recommendations, one 
of which included Rutland being served by Lebanon or Glens 
Falls airports. Thereafter, this case, New England Regional Air- 
port Investigation, the first of a series of cases instituted by the 
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C4B was begun on March 23, 1962. Broadly stated, the issue 
involved, at what airport* in New England should existing air 
carrier service be suspended, deleted Of consolidated. Most all 
airports in New England were involved. Many civic, state, city, 
airports, Cliamlwrs of Commerce and airlines were parties 

Prehearing conference was held in Washington, I). C. in the 
Spring of 1%2 and public hearings conducted over n live week 
period at Manchester, New Hampshire; Hart lord, Connecticut 
and Washington, D. C: resulting in 15,0(10 pages of testimony, 
a ton of exhibits and 136 page Initial Decision of Examiner, 
Robert L. Park on April 111. 10G3. 

Rutland submitted 3"» exhibits; testimony <it Honorable 
John J Dates Mayor; Messrs. Albert A. Cree. Malcolm fryer, 
James Griffin, Mason Alexander, John [bird, Commissioner 
Edward Knapp and Fred Kimball. Aeronautical expert employed 
by the City of Rutland. 

In a cogent, logical, indisputable decision, Examiner 1 arK 
concluded, concerning Rutland: 

1. Rutland has had insufficient opportunity Lo test its real 
potential for development by a local service carrier. 

2. In the years L957-4&5S with two round trips daily over 
5 passengers a day w ere originated. 

3 No improvements have taken place since Mohawk has 
served Rutland {Sept. 1961). Quality of service has 
deteriorated. No commuter service, two round fcnjW 
daily, has been initiated. Performance factnr by Mohawk 
in relation to Eastern's has been reduced. Mohawk has 
made no effort to promo Le service, 

4. Rutland should be afforded a reasonable opportunity to 
demonstrate its traffic generating ability with improved 
Service. Mohawk's Rutland service is conducted at 8 
loss, however, there is nr> basis lo determine whether 
the loss may be converted to profit. 

5. Eastern conducted service at transfer points on the whole 
at profit. Mohawk should also be doing the same. 

6. Therefore, without Rutland's traffic being adequately 
tested, it would be inequitable that Rutland be served at 
Glens Falls, This would result in a net loss to Rutland 
area of one round trip as a whole. 

The public convenience and necessity do not require amend- 
ment of the certificates Mohawk Airlines, Inc. in relation to its 
service at Rutland, Vt. 

We briefed and motioned CAB to accept Rutland s position 

and they have done so, . 

Scheduling of flights, to Rutland, indicates arrival at 
10:00 A.M. and departure at 2:25 P.M. This indicates a four 
hour lay-over in Rutland, Crew is furnished quarters hy 
Mohawk and this expense is added to station expense. 
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We recommended that conferences be held with airline 
officials to minimize station expenses in whatever way possible. 
Rutland is operated now as a non-agency station. (An agent 
(lies from Albany or Glens hails bo Rutland anil baci again). 
Conferences and negotiations should lie conducted with the view 
of promoting better scheduling, commuter service, reduction of 
expenses, cooperation with industries availing themselves of air 
service, promotional advertising hy carrier and the City to realize 
our true air traffic potential and initiate the suggestions of 
Examiner Park. 

Commissioner Knapp, Mr. Cree and Mayor Daley have 
indicated further action is now necessary to sustain service at our 
local airport by a local air service carrier. 

We would particularly note the City's Gratitude to all those 
who appeared in the case, assisted, advised and encouraged us, 
which lias culminated in a successful conclusion in the application 
of impartial administrative justice and law. 

Note should also he made of our gratitude to Vermont's 
( ongressional delegation. 

We commend and extend our appreciation to the Mayor and 
Board of" Aldermen for their interest and cooperation and par- 
ticularly Secretary of Airport Commission, Allien A, Cree, 
Malcolm Fryer, .James Griffin and Commissioner Edward Knapp 
of Vermont Aeronautics Hoard for the amount of time, interest 
and devotion expended in behalf of the citizens of Rutland in their 
unfailing, tireless efforts to retain this transportation facility so 
important to the community and its development. 

Ordinances 

Adopted, amended, repealed or under study are the following 
ordinances of the City of Rutland; 

Zoning ordinance relating to mobile home parks,' subdivision 
ordinance, traffic ordinance, housing code, meter ordinance, brush 
cutting vacant, lots, sign and flag ordinance, lire protection 
ordinance, electrical code and various other ordinances in con* 
junction with the recommendations of the Planning Commission. 

Charter 

After a long study and many weekly meetings various charter 
changes were suggested and adopted by the City Council and 
presented to the Legislature. Many committee meetings in 
Montpelier were attended and explanation given concerning the 
charter and other matters. The complete charter with amend- 
ments was passed by the Legislature and will be available as a 
part of the Acts of 1963, Laws of Vermont. 
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Urban Renewal 

Conferences have been attended and opinions rendered to 
the Urban Renewal Agency and Director. A committee repre- 
senting the City attended many hearings before the Municipal 
Corporation Committee of the State Ilon.se of Representatives 
and Senate relative to proposed amendments to the State Urban 
Renewal Law. The amendments as proposed were favored by 
the City with a suggested change by a member of the City's 
Urban Renewal Agency, the amendments were passed and be- 
came effective. 

Regretfully 1 tendered my resignation hi April after assuming 
the Judgeship of Rutland Municipal Court. In vacating the 
office of City Attorney f would like to commend and thank the 
Mayor, Aldermen, Department Chiefs and all the employees of 
our City Government for the cooperation, advice jtnd assistance 
for the years 1 held the office.

This twenty-seventh in the series of annual reports submitted 
to the people of Rutland City presents tabulations for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 19<i3. In flic Department of Social Welfare's 
programs of assistance to the aged, blind and disabled 30% of the 
costs of hospital and physician services, as well as the excess 
over $75.00 per month in Nursing Home care, are assessed 
against the town of settlement of the recipients of such eare. 
Participation charges incurred by your community during the 
past year for each of these types of care were, as follows: 

Nursing Home Care 10,098 .01 

Hospitalization Services $11,543.45 

Physician Services . $2, 143 05 

Under similar settlement provisions town participation in 
the program of Aid to Families wit h Dependent Children is at the 
rate of one-eighth the assistance grants while costs incurred for 
the care of Committed Children are borne equally by the local 
and state agencies. Charges assessed against your community 
for the former amounted to $9,535,00 and for the latter $15,753.21 
for the year just closed. 

During April, 1963 there were 312 recipients of I lid Age 
Assistance, 4 recipients of Aid to the Blind and 43 recipients of 
Aid to the Permanently anil Totally Disabled residing in your 
community. Direct Money payments to these persons were 
financed entirely of state-federal funds. Among the other pro- 
grams financed from these same sources were Services for the 
Blind, Adoption Services and the recently inaugurated Medical 
Aid to the Aged, While no town-by-town records are compiled for 
these categories, then benefits were available to all qualified 
residents.

The ( 'ily playgmunilx were once again a focal peiai where 
many Of oar CSty children gathered for their . sum mer fun. Among 
the sort of playground highlights last year were the usual Nature 
Hikes, Infcr-Playground Softball, Volleyball, Horse Shoe Tour- 
ney as well as fill city events; including' Marble Championships, 
Gold li.ush Day, Cooking Contest, ( 'hn-.imas in August. Koariug 
20's Day, etc. These playgrounds are geared ['or children six to 
fifteen years of age. Attendance I'm- the playgrounds was 2l>, 1 1(5. 

Again in operation the Department, sponsored two Softball 
Leagues — City League and Recreation League. The games were 
held at Meadow Street field and White's Field. Approxhna Icly 
300 men took part in the program. The AlFSfar game was won 
by the Recreation League, composed of men of ;}(J years and 
older. 

Dur Junior League Baseball was composed of six teams using 
Major League Team names. Led Sox were the winners. Over 
t)l) boys were involved in the program. The game-, were held at 
the Rutland High School Field Monday thru Thursday, every 
week thru I he summer. This program has increased in the 
number of boys playing and in the number of teams interested 
in the League. The age group for this activity is 13 thru Hi. 

Our Mitey Mile Baseball program is conducted for boys 
from 8 to 10, This program has continued to gain liu believable 
momentum as players and spectators interested have increased 
tremendously. We conduct, two leagues in two different, parts of 
the ( 'ity which allows more hoys I u participate. We are extremely 
pleased with this program, it. has achieved the status as n separate 
league and program from our Midget League. It is in this 
league that the boys actually lea.ru the game of baseball and the 
results are shown in the way they perform as Midget Leaguers as 
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they move on. Approximately 200 boys are involved in this 
program. 

The Summer Basketball League was in operation for the 
second year. This program has shown a tremendous improve- 
ment over last year's. This program takes in boys of Fligh School 
age. The purpose? of the league is to provide the opportunity for 
our boys to play basketball during summer mouths. 85 boys 
took part in the program last year. The games are played at. 
White's Playground Monday thru Friday. The champions were 
the (Ireen Horde. 

The Swimming Pool opened June Hi, Something new was 
tried this year, for the first week all youngsters showing a passing 
report card were let. in free that week. Again the Department 
sponsored two separate sessions of swimming lessons. The 
different classes were: Beginners, Intermediates, Swimmers, 
Junior Life Saving, Senior Life Saving, ami Water Ballel ('lass. 
Adult Lessons, 

The total number of people taking part in the lessons was 
approximately 8,000. All lessons given at the pool were free of 
charge. The total number of persons using the pool ran around 
40,000. Also conducted this year was a Scuba Diving Clinic 
which was held on August. I. The Department felt that it was 
our responsibility to make the children and parents alike, aware 
of the proper use of such equipment. This equipment is purchased 
on a large scale and many people have been injured or drowned 
because they did not know how to use such equipment. Three 
experts, Howard At in thorn, Fdward Ball, and Bill Machepeace. 
conducted the Clinic for us. Our achievement Day was held on 
August 3, with cxlubitions by all swimming groups showing 
what they had learned in their swimming lessons. Our swimming 
team w r as in operation and meets were held with other com- 
munities and they also participated in the State Meet held in St. 
Johnsbury. This year's Water Carnival was entitled "Alice In 
Waterland" which was performed August L5. The novelty races 
were held in the morning for the younger age groups. The water 
ballet, show was also performed by invitation in Proctor and 
Brandon Training School. Added to this year's program was a 
City Swim Meet to determine our City Champions. 

Tennis — Free Tennis Lessons were conducted again this year 
for our ( 'ity Youngsters. Approximately 00 youngsters enrolled 
in our Tennis Program. Our Adult, group met in the evening for 
lessons. Again three city wide tournaments were conducted and 
the entrees were doubted. The highlight to our Tennis program 
was our free clinic wdueh was conducted by William Powers of 
the Spaulding Advisory Staff. The Courts again were iu constant 
use and the need for more Courts is very, very evident. 
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Boys' elementary Softbftl] League Program was also another 
suceessful activity this year with over 150 boys taking part. The 
games were held at White's Playground alter school. 

Our Little League Program which is run hy the Department 
and which allows, all the boys between the ages of 10 to 12 to 
have the opportunity to play Little League baseball. Again this 
year it was carried out with two Leagues and 12 teams partici- 
pating. The games were held at Rotary Meld and White's 
Playground Little League field. Approximately 300 boys took 
part. The Herald beat, the Elks in the World Scries which makes 
it three years in a row that they have been the City Champions, 

The Department also provided a Picnic Loan service of 
which many civil organizations and paternal clubs as well as 
individuals took advantage. 

Every Wednesday evening at the Depot I 'a iking Lot from 
dusk until 10:30 P.M. our summer Block Dance Program was in 
operation. The dance drew from 800 to 1,000 dancers and spec- 
tators every Wednesday night. 

Fall and Winter 

Our fall program started off once again with our Flag Foot- 
ball League. This League was for 5th and 0th grade boys and 
both parochial and public schools entered a team. The league 
was composed of 12 teams and approximately 200 boys were 
involved in this program. Northeast won the City Championship 
and also the second Annual Turkey Bowl Game. 

Dog Obedience classes were held Wednesday evening at 
Rotary. Classes being conducted for beginners as well as 
advance dogs. 

Weight training classes were held for boys and Baton and 
Cheerleading classes for the girls. 

Square Dance Program again proved to he a very popular 
activity, ft started in September and ran thru May. Prominent 
callers from all over New England and the Middle Atlantic 
States conducted the dances. A workshop w r as also held in 
accordance with this program. 

Junior and Senior High School students took part in the 
Annual Window Painting Contest held in downtown Rutland. 
The big Halloween Parade, which took a lot of work and effort, 
was canceled because of rainy weather. 

The Adult Basketball League was in operation for the third 
year. Games were held at Rutland Junior High School, with 
Palms winning the League and Wilson Sports winning the Round 
Robin Tourney. (James were played twice a week. 

Also held at the High School every Thursday was our Men's 
Physical Fitness Program which included a wide range of physical 
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fitness programs. Around 30 or 40 people ou a given night would 
participate. 

The Recreation Department is also responsible for the Senior 
Citizens Program, which includes many parties, picnics, and 
special dinners. 

During the winter months the Pre- Teen I'togram included 
parties and dances which were attended by around 100 weekly. 

The Grammar School Basketball League for the 5th and 0th 
grades was held ou Saturday monungs during the winter 
and Junior and High School leagues were held in the afternoon. 
This program was very well attended, 

Santa Claus letters were again mailed out to almost 1,000 
children in the City. The Recreation Department again collected 
toys and distributed them at Christmas to about. 100 children 
and 42 families in need. 

The Department, operated three City Skating Rinks which 
were open seven days and seven nights. The Rinks were:

Meadow 

The highlight of the skating season was the third annual speed 
skating championship held at Meadow Street Playground. 

Women's physical fitness, under Mrs. Eve Barteustein, was 
very successful again. The average attendance doubled and at 
times there were 80 or more ladies taking part. 

This winter Mr. Edwin W. Lawrence had the vision to see 
the need for a Community Center for the City and graciously 
bought the Mend Communily House and turned ii over to the 
City to be used by the City for the Recreation Department to 
provide recreation* for the youth and people of the City. With 
the new Center a long range program has started and it is the. 
feeb'ug of the Superintendent and the Department that we 
should slowlv and gradually develop the Center to its total 
capacity. Started last year was the girls' physical fitness. 
Classes for girls in the 5th and 0th grade met on Monday after 
school, the 7th and 8th grade met on Wednesday. The daily 
attendance for these sessions would average 100 girls or more. 
The young ladies learned poise, folk dancing, calisthenics, as 
well as many healthful games. We experimented with a session 
of round dancing which proved to work out well. 

Also a Chess class was held during the winter here at the 
Center. 

This fiscal year continued to show some improvements in our 
Department:

Airport Commission 

To the Honorable City Council 
of the ( 'Hi/ of Rutland, Vermont: 

During the 19(>2-1963 fiscal year an important decision 
involving the future of the Rutland Airport and of scheduled 
airline service to this area through that airport was made by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board in the New England Regional Airport 
Investigation case, which had been before it on its own motion 
for over a year. 

This case grew out of the submission to the Civil Aeronautics 
Board by the New England Council of a Master Plan for the 
Development of Regional Airports in New England under which, 
if it had been accepted by the Civil Aeronautics Board and made 
effective, the Rutland Airport would not have been designated 
as a Regional Airport for continued air service hy Mohawk Air- 
lines bid. air travellers to and from Rutland would have been 
required to seek all such air travel service at either the airport in 
Clens Palls, New York or the one in Lebanon, New Hampshire. 

During the course of the proceeding Mohawk Airlines stated 
on the record that Rutland should continue to receive air service, 
but it took no position as to whether it .should be provided at the 
Rutland Airport or the airport at Glens Palls. 

The Civil Aeronautics Board Examiner in an initial decision 
rendered on April 19, 19(53, concluded that public convenience 
and necessity required the continuance of airline service by 
Mohawk Airlines to the Rutland area through the Rutland 
Airport. That decision was confirmed by the Civil Aeronautics 
Board on August 5, HNiS. 

Your Airport Commission, with the very able assistance of 
Honorable Richard P Sullivan as City Attorney and also as 
counsel for the Commission and of Vermont State Aeronautics 
Commissioner Edward F, Knapp and of the Rutland Chamber of 
Commerce, participated in these proceedings on behalf of the 
City of Rutland. Purther steps will now be taken by the Airport 
Commission looking toward the improvement, in the scheduling 
of airline service to the city and the promotion of air travel so as 
to insure the retention of this important transportation medium 
for the city and the surrounding area. 

In addition to the schedtded air service offered by Mohawk 
Airlines, the Rutland Airport also accommodates a very consider- 
able amount of private business and pleasure air travel, both of 
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which are of great importance to the economic well being of the 
city and the urea surrou nding it as well as to the businesses which 
are here. Following is a record of the use of the scheduled airline 
facilities at the Rutland Airport for the past four years: 

(It should be remembered that during this four-year period 
Mohawk served Rutland only since September 11, 1901. Prior 
to that time our service was rendered by Eastern Air Lines.)

Defense Department for the year ending June 30, 15)03. 

Thru the generosity of the City of Rutland and the Rutland 
Free Library, Civil Defense Headquarters has been established 
in the Library basement. Complete renovation of these rooms 
was necessary. 

There ai-e at present HI licensed Public Fallout (Shelters 
throughout the City and 12 have been stocked with food, water, 
sanitation kits, medical supplies and radar instruments. 

Ten classes for Survival Training with approximately 800 
citizens enrolled were conducted and rive Medical Self Help 
classes were attended by approximately 400 people. 

Training schools for Auxiliary Police and Auxiliary Firemen 
were sponsored, 

Rutland participated in a National Alert on June 25th, (003 
w hich was considered successful. 

An appropriation of $-1,000.00 was budgeted for Civil 
Defense operations. The largest expenditure was the renovation 
of the headquarters in the amount of $2,006.3 1 . Other expenses 
were: moving office equipment and furniture from Madison 
Sireet School to Meldoii School and then to the present location 
at the library at a cosi of $187.35. Cartage of supplies to Fallout 
Shelters was $84.28, phone, lights, heat and office supplies 
amounting to $357.1 1, making a total expenditure of S3, 295.05. 
A balance of $7041)5 remains. 

Without the cooperation of my staff members, these Civil 
Defense activities could not have been accomplished.

1 present herewith the 1003 annual financial report setting 
forth the finaneial position of the City of Rutland at the elose 
of the fiscal year ended June 30, 19(13. 

All debt service requirements of the City were met promptly 
during the year. Serial bonds totaling $260,000 were retired. 
Payments of $17,000. 13 were also made On the direct reduction 
loans of the Parking Meter Fund. Combined interest payments 
on the Ixmded debt amounted to $70,774.2.) of which interest 
amounting to $27,832.00 was paid on outstanding school con- 
struction bonds. 

GENERAL FUND: This fund is financed by revenues from 
general property and poll taxes, licenses, permits, fines, revenues 
from other agencies, charges for current services, and other 
miscellaneous revenues. 

During tiie fiscal year ended June 30, 1003, revenues actually 
received were $l7,. r >00..">l more than budget estimates, and 
expenditures wen- $0"), 130.22 less than budgeted appropriations. 

The Hudgetary Accounting system has been an important 
factor in the city ending another year with a sizeable surplus 
because of a control of appropriations and expenditures. 

SCHOOL FUND: During the fiscal year ended .lime 31). 
1063 revenues actually received exceeded budget estimates in the 
amount of $10,0».Y00 and expenditures were $22,0 12.00 less than 
budgeted appropriations. As at .bine 31), there was an unappro- 
priated surplus in the amount of $47,034.08. 

BOND FUNDS: All bond proposals were defeated at I lie last 
city election. The unexpended cash balance in bond funds 
amounted to §24,221.00 as at June 3D, 1968.
